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VES OF NEW YORK

SENATE DECISIONS 
ON LABOR CURBS 


First- Termer Known as 
Holder of Moderate 
Views — Brings Up 
New Point in Commit- 
tee Hearing.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29—The 
new Senator from New York, like- 
ly to turn out to be the key man 
on the’ Senate Labor Committee, 
Irving M. Ives, had put before his 
colleagues today a new suggestion 
for dealing with industrial strife 
and indicated he would have more 
to say on the subject later. Ives, 
a Republican, interrupted the tes- 
timony of Secretary of Labor 


Schwellenbach yesterday to de- 
velop a point Schwellenbach had 
passed over briefly—the little 
knewn function of the Labor De- 
partment's Conciliation Service in 
appointing fact-finding boards, 
named only when both parties to a 
controversy agree, report to the 
Secretary, who, in turn, transmits 
their findings to the contending 
parties, without recommendation. 

“T assume,” said Ives, “that this 
soft of fact finding is derived from 
the English system of courts of 
inquiry?” Schwellenbach said the 
assumption was correct and added 
that the fact-finding boards were 
now being referred to as boards of 
inquiry. 

Differ on Public Opinion. 

Ives wanted to know why their 
reports were turned over to the 
disputants, and not made public as 
they are in England. These courts 
of inquiry, named by the Minister 
of Labor, report to Parliament 
and the people. The force-of pub- 
lic opinion is relied on to aid in 
bringing about a settlement. 

Schwellenbach said he had never 
regarded public opinion as of 
much avail in settling labor con- 
troversies. “You've got a bunch 
of tough people sitting around a 
table,” he said. “They read the 
papers just like everybody else, 
but they don’t pay too much at- 
tention to what they read.” 

“But the white light of truth is 
something people don’t enjoy too 
much sometimes, particularly 
when they are in the wrong,” Ives 
persisted. He said he knew of 
one case settled immediately when 
it became known hat a fact- 
finding board would be named and 
would publish its report. 

Amiably Schwellenbach replied 
that one can lead people to water 
but can't make them drink. “And 
that’s what you do when you try 
to force fact-finding.” 

“I want to explore that with you

Association Head Urges 
Congress to Outlaw Practice — Lawyer 
Calls Wagner Act Root of Labor Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
R. Stafford Edwards, president of 
the National Electrical Manufac- 
turers Association, said today 
union secondary boycotts had in- 
creased costs of some electrical 
fixtures as much as 500 per cent. 

Testifying before the Senate 
Committee, Edwards urged that 
Congress outlaw such practices. 
The committee is considering new 
labor legislation and among the 
bills before it is one to prohibit 
secondary boycotts. 

Generally speaking, this term is 
applied when a union refuses to 
handle or work with the products 
of a company with which it has 
no direct dispute. 

Edwards took the stand after: 

“4. Theodore R. Iserman, a 
New York labor relations attor- 
ney, called for a general over- 
hauling of the Wagner Act. He 
told the committee the act is 


“the root of unsatisfactory laber 
relations in the United States.” 


2. Chairman Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
told reporters that in view of 
Secretary of Labor, Schwellen- 
bach’s testimony the G.O.P.-con- 
trolled Senate labor group and 
the Administration may be 
“closer together” on pending 
legislation than it appeared 
earlier. 

3. The House Labor Commit- 
tee voted to start hearings next 
Wednesday on all labor pro- 
posals before that branch. Chair- 
man Hartley (Rep.), New der- 
sey, announced the best features 
of each will be written ‘into a 
single “omnibus” bill by March 
15. 


Discussing boycotts, Edwards 
said that for the last 12 years 
“many. electrical manufacturers 
have been excluded from most of

Goodyear Concern Ex- 
pected to Make 7500 
$2500 Homes a Year at 
East Side Factory.

Wingfoot Homes, Inc,, a sub- 
sidiary of the Goodyear Tire & 
Rubber Co., has leased the Wal- 
worth Co. plant in Washington 
Park for the manufacture of port- 
able*emergency houses, the War 
Assets Administration announced 
today. {heresies ah 

Officials of the Wingfoot com- 
pany, who were here to close the 
transaction, said more than 1000 
persons would be employed pro- 
ducing an estimated 7500 portable 
houses annually. Production is ex- 
pected to start in 90 days. 

The old Walworth plant, east of 
East St. Louis, consists of 11 
buildings on 19 acres. Hamilton 
Morton, acting regional director 
of WAA, said the Wingfoot com- 
pany signed a two-year lease. An- 
nual rent will be about $79,000 and 
the company will have the option 
to purchase the plant any time 
during the period of the lease. 

Spokesmen for Wingfoot said 
the houses that will be produced 
have been approved by the Veter- 
ans’ Administration for emergen- 
cy housing, and that building 
trades union officials have agreed 
to erect them, pour foundations 
and supply utilities for $200 to 
$300 a house. 

Portable homes will cost about 
$2500 at the factory, officials 
said. Each house will be deliv- 
ered completely equipped with 
bathroom and kitchen fixtures, 
bullt-in beds, bureaus, closets, mir- 


HOUSE PASSES 
BILL 10 CONTINUE 
EXUISLS Al LEVEL 
OF WAR PERIOD 


Measure Applies to Levies 
on Jewelry, Liquors, 
Furs, Cosmetics— 
Warning Against 20 
Pct. Income Tax Cut. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
The House passed today a mea- 
sure to keep taxes on jiquor, jew- 
elry, furs,- cosmetics and other 
specially taxed items at their war- 
time levels. 

The roll call vote was 373 for 
retaining the wartime excise taxes 
and 35 against. 

The bill now goés to the Senate. 

The House action came as the 
first major decision on legislation 


since the Republicans gained con- 
trol of Congress. 

The action came after a sizzling 
debate marked by rebellion in 
Republican ranks against another 
Republican backed tax bill. That 
one, by Representative Knutson 
(Rep.), Minnesota, proposes a 20 
per cent reduction in income 
taxes. 

Moreover, Representative Mc- 
Cormack of Massachusetts, the 
Democratic whip, said that the 
Republicans had reversed their 
position t@ support the excise tax 


Mfreeze-—requested by President 


Truman—“so they can put through 
a windfall tax reduction for the 
taxpayers.” 

Freezing of the high excises in- 
definitely would prevent an auto- 
matic rollback July 1 that would 
cost the treasury $1,300,000,000 an- 
nually. It was described by the 
bill’s author, Representative Grant 
(Rep.), Indiana, as a means of 
making easier the job of slashing 
individual income taxes—as prom- 
ised by some Republican leaders. 

Also Grant asserted the move 
was nece because many busi- 


nesses are suffering because “con- 


sumers are delaying purchases in 
expectation of reduced excises in 


July. 
Application of Bill. 

The bill passed by the House, if 
concurred in by the Senate—which 
seems likely—would apply as fol- 
lows: 

Liquor—Prevent a drop in the 
excise levy July 1 from the pres- 
ent rate of $9 a proof gallon to 


$6. 

Furs, luggage, jewelry and 
toilet preparations—hold the tax 
at 20 per cent retail, forestalling 
a reduction to 10 per cent. 

Admissions (to theaters, sports 
events, etc.)—keep tax at 1 cent 
for each 5 cents charged, instead 
of a drop to 1 cent for each 10 
cents paid at the ticket window. 

Night clubs—Continue at 20 

per cent, instead of 5 per cent. 

Wines—Varied tax reductions

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, called today for “frank and 
immediate” Big Three consulta- 


tions on what he called “a rigged 
and terrified” election in Poland. 


Vandenberg, chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee who 
served as adviser to former Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes, told the 
Senate he believed there must be 
immediate clafification by the 


United States, Great Britain and 
Russia of “who is who and what 
is what in Poland.” 

Supporting official State De- 
partment criticism of the conduct 
of the election in which a new 
government was chosen Jan, 19, 
Vandenberg declared that the sol- 
emn promises of the Big Three at 
Yalta and Potsdam for a “free 
and unfettered” election had been 
violated. : 

Wants Total Truth. 

Noting that the State Depart- 
ment had protested in ‘much. the 
same vein, Vandenberg asserted 
that “we must establish the total 
truth in respect to the State De- 
partment arges of yesterday 
and then we must face realities.” 

These realities, he said, must go 
beyond -the filing of a mere un- 
pursued “jndictment” beyond 
which nothing would be accom- 
plished. 

“We must have frank and im- 
Mediate consultations between the 
Big Three with facts summarily 
acquired to find out who is who 
and what is what in Poland,” he 
declared. 

He was not suggesting anything 
but a peaceful settlement, the 
Michigan senator added. Any set- 
tlement must come, he said, as a 
part of the “torturous” process by 
which “peace-living” nations are 
striving for international integ- 
rity. 
“Peace-Living” Countries, 

Vandenberg said that lasting 
peace must be brought by “peace- 
living countries, not merely “peace- 
loving” countries—as they have 
been designated in tle past. 

Vandenberg wegan by saying he

AT RECORD $151,000

nelius Vanderbilt Whitney to $150,- 
000 for a copy of the first book 
printed in America—then, with a 
final nod, acquired it for $151,000, 
the highest price ever paid for a 
book in this country. 

The volume was one of 11 ex- 
istent of the Bay Psalm Book, 
published in 1640 at Cambridge, 
Mass., by the first printing estab- 
lishment in the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony. 

Dr, A. 8S. W. Rosenbach, rare 
books dealer whose agent, John 
Fleming, outbid Whitney at the 
Parke-Berriet. galleries last night, 
said today he considered it “a 
very reasonable price.” 

‘Rare book dealers say that the 
highest price ever paid previous- 
ly for a book in this country was 
$106,000 for a Gutenberg Bible. 
Dr. Rosenbach bought it in 1926.

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MARSHALL PLANS 
FOR REORGANIZING 


SOUGHT IN ROUSE 


Major ‘Ifs’ Arise for Com- 


mittee in Effort to Get 
Inside Data on Foreign 


Policy. 


WASHINGTON, dan. 29 (AP)— 
‘Secretary Marshall’s plans to re- 
organize the State Department 
were sought by the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee today as part 
of its study into how American 
diplomacy is working in the “tense 
international situation.” 

Representative Jonkman (Rep.) 
Michigan, chairman of a special 
subcommittee .-On State Depart- 
ment personnel, called an imme- 
diate meeting to get the work 
under way. Representative Mundt 
(Rep.), South Dakota, another 
member, said an early conference 
with Marshall was planned, 

Questions That Arise. 

Even as the committee went 
ahead with plans for its survey, 
there were a number of major 
questions unanswered: 

1, Whether Marshall will ac- 
cept the “invitation” to furnish 
all necessary information” on 
the organization, personnel and 
policies of the State Depart- 
ment, and on _ international 
agreements to which the United 
States is a party. The commit- 
tee acknowledged that it could 
not force the delivery of this in- 
formation. 

2. Whether Marshall will be 
able to “oc-operate” in the in- 
quiry in coming weeks at a 
time when he undoubtedly will 
be undergoing intensive prepar- 
ation for the Moscow foreign 
ministers’ meeting to draft 
peace terms for Germany. 

. What powers the commit- 
tee holds to carry out its plans 
for a “detailed study” of all in- 
ternational organizations of 
which the United States is a 
member. This is a project which 
would include the United Na- 
tions and the World Bank. 

4. Whether other committees 
would accept the suggestion 
that they forego their own in- 
vestigations of State Depart- 
ment affairs and agree instead 
to send members to sit in on the 
foreign affairs hearings. 

This proposed bar against “dup- 
licating” inquiries may produce a 
challenge on the House floor and 
force a vote there. 

The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities has planned 
an investigation of suspected Com- 
munists among State Department 
personnel. The House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee has decided to call

STILL MISSING: 
JUDGE RELEASED 


Palestine Police Believe 
Englishman May Have 
Been Injured by Jewish 
Abductors. 


JERUSALEM, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
Judge Ralph Windham, one of two 
prominent Britons abducted by a 
Jewish underground group, Was re- 
leased unharmed last night, but 
the second Englishman was still 
missing today. 

The second man, H. A. I. Collins, 
a Jerusalem banker, had been re- 
ported released yesterday, but po- 
lice and soldiers after a full day 
of search had not been able to find 
him. 

Authorities speculated that Col- 
lins might be held longer for treat- 
ment of injuries he possibly suf- 
fered in the abduction. It was re- 
ported that he was chloroformed 


and hit on the head with an ax 
handle. There was even some fear 
that he might have been fatally 
injured, 

A reliable source said British 
authorities had ordered the mili- 
tary to stand by to enforce sta- 
tutory martial law for a third of 
Palestine’s Jewish population un- 
less Collins was released. He said 
the cities for which military rule 
is conditionally planned are Tel 
Aviv, Ramat Gan and “Petah 
Tikvah, 

Reliable informants said the 
British originally had fixed 5 p.m. 
today as the deadline for the re- 
turn of both Collins and Wind- 
ham, with the threat that other- 
wise martial law would be in- 
voked. 

Mayor Israel Rokach of Tel 
Aviv said the British extended the 
deadline today to give the ab 
ductors of Collins more time to 
release him. 

A broadcast by Irgun Zavi 
Leumi, Jewish underground or- 
ganization, said Collins would be 
freed “at a time which we have 
decided.” As heard in Tel Aviv, 
the broadcast said: ' 

“We have decided to liberate 
these men at a time which we 
have decided. This goes for the 
agent of British intelligence (Col- 
lins) and for the foreign judge 
whose place is in London, not Tel 
Aviv.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Marshall today 
scrapped machinery he set up in. 
an effort to unify China. He ar- 
ranged for the prompt withdrawal 
of more than 9000 Marines and 
1000 Army officers and men from 
the strife-ridden land. 

The possibility of an_ all-out 
civil war between Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Chinese Na- 
tional Government and the Com- 
munist forces in North China im- 
mediately increased, in the opinion 
of diplomats here. The presence 


of the American forces in China, 
even though small, has long been 
regarded at the State Department 
as a brake on hostilities. 

Marshall’s action in ending me- 
diation efforts, announced by the 
State Department, left American 
policy toward China more. or less 
up in the air and officials were 
unable to say what actions would 
be taken next.

Scrapping Truce Machinery.

Criticized by Russia. 

Officials here noted that the 
presence of the American military 
forces in China has been attacked 
frequently by the Soviet Govern- 
ment. On at least one occasion 
Premier Stalin himself said they 
ought to be withdrawn. Today’s 
announced intention thus should 
eliminate one point of Soviet- 
American friction.

Six-Point Program. 


Wolman’s theme was that labor 
unions have been encouraged by 
‘Government policy. to such extent 
that they have become too strong. 
Under the Wagner Act, he said 
they had gained members and won 
recognition at a rate which would 
have been impossible otherwise 
and the time has come to deprive 
them of special privileges. 

He did not address himself to 
any particular bill, but suggested 
a six-point program to break what 
he described as’ the monopolistic 
power of national unions. 

First he put free speech for 
employers. It wasn’t an answer, 
he said, to argue that the courts 
have latterly defended the right 
of employers to speak freely on 
labor matters—that right ought to 
be spelled out in the statutes. 

He proposed that the National 
Labor Relations Board should be 
prohibited from destroying local 
independent and company unions. 
Repeatedly he referred to these 
as “company-dominated unions. 
When Senator Thomas tried to 
find out whether the witness fa- 
vored company unions, he got, in 
the course of an extended discus- 
sion, three different answers: He 
wanted to “stop and think about 
it;” he did not favor removing 
from the Wagner Act the pro- 
hibition against company dom- 
ination of unions; and finally he 
did favor changing that section of 
the law so that a company union 
might have a place on the ballot 
of an NLRB election, 

Wolman thought Congress ought 
to pass a law to protect the 
minorities who vote against union 
representation, ‘The Wagner Act 
provides that when a union has 
been designated as bargaining 
agent by a majority of workers it 
bargains for all and this Wolman 
interpreted as a presumption that 
the minority must cease to exist. 

Decentralization Urged. 

To counteract the monopolistic 
power of unions he suggested that 
the law and public policy ought 
henceforth to emphasize the de- 
centralization of labor relations. 
The country could afford to ig- 
nore labor unions when they were 
insignificant factors in the econ- 
omy, he said, but now they have 
grown so powerful they must be 
weakened. 

Organization of foremen’s 
unions ought to be forbidden, he 
added, because they encroach on 
the rights of management. How- 
ever much they may serve the 
labor movement, he said, they do 
not serve the public interest or 
the interest of the men and wom- 
en who work. Finally, in what ap- 
peared. to be a plea for stripping 
labor of most of the privileges or 
advantages it has gained through 
legislation of recent years, Wol- 
man said the law ought to elimi- 
nate any public agencies which re- 
duce or remove the risks of strik- 
ing. His reference apparently was

RUSSIAN OPPOSE 
1S. PROPOSAL ON 
PACTS BY AUSTRI 


Clause Barring Agrée- 
ment Which Might Af.- 
fect Independence 


Called Too General. 


LONDON, Jan. 29 (UP)—Russia 
opposed today a United States pro- 
posal. that the Austrian peace 
treaty contain a clause forbidding 
Austria from making any agree- 
ment with any other country which 
might affect Austrian independ- 
ence, directly or indirectly, 

Russia insisted the proposal was 
far too general, The Soviets have 
contended that the only check on 
Austria’s international relations 
should be a provision against an- 
other union with Germany. 

Gen. Mark W. Clark advanced 
the proposal) at the meeting of the 
deputies of the Big Four Foreign 
Ministers, which are considering 
the Austrian peace settlement. 
Feodor Gousev, the Soviet dele- 
gate objected to taking in so much 
ground with regard to any future 
commitment by Austria. 

He suggested that the American 
wording would allow an interpre- 
tation that a threat to Austrian 
independence might come from 
any other quarter than Germany, 

Maurice Couve de Murville of 
France argued that nothing in the 
United Nations Charter prevented 
the voluntary renunciation of in- 
dependence, 

In a three-hour meeting today 
the deputies failed to agree on any 
one article of the Austrian treaty. 

An American spokesman, mean- 
while, rejected as “entirely untrue” 
a Ypgoslav charge that the United 
States in its dealings with Austria 
had violated the Paris agreement 
of 1946 on German reparations. 
Mladen Ivekovic, Yugoslav 
spokesman, told the deputies yes- 
terday that “the U.S.A. abandoned 
their claims to German assets (in 
Austria) in favor of the Austrian 
Government.” This, he declared, 
was a flagrant violation of the 
agreement because the agreement 
permitted Allies to relinquish such 
claims only in favor of other Al- 
lies, | 
“The United States,” commented 
the American spokesman, “an- 
nounced last July that it did not 
intend to exact reparations from 
Austria, At the time it transferred 
certain German assets to the 
trusteeship of the Austrain Gov- 
ernment.

TRUMAN TO LEAVE PUBLIC 
PAPERS AS U. S. PROPERTY 


May Ask for Legislation Requiring Officials 
to Transfer Documents When 
They Retire. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (UP)— 
President Truman may ask Con- 
gress for legislation requiring of- 
ficials to leave their official pa- 
pers in Government possession 
when they leave office, the White 
House said today. Whether or not 


there is legislation, Truman in- 
tends to set an example by leaving 
his public papers in the White 
House when he retires. 

White House Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross said#the President 
is “considering” such a request to 
Congress for legislation. 

“Just what form the request 
will take, if it is made, I don’t 
know,” Ross seid. “But it is be- 
ing considered. It has not gone 
very far. It has not been thought 
through.” 

Truman believes strongly that 
the public papers of any top fed- 
eral official, from the President 
cn down, should remain the prop- 
erty of the Government. 

Persons close to the President 
made his feelings known after 
Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder of St. Louis asked for- 
mer Secretary Henry Morgenthau 
Jr., to return the papers he col- 
lected during his years in the 
Roosevelt Cabinet. 

Truman, it was said, is sympa- 
thetic to Snyder’s efforts to re- 
cover the documents that Mor- 
ganthau plans to use in connec- 
tion with the publication of his 
diary. 

Contrary to some reports, it was 
said, the President has no present 
idea of asking for legislation to 
anchor public papers to the Gov- 
ernment. Truman plans to sepa- 
rate private and public papers 
when he bows out of the White 
House and take only the private 
ones with him, despite the fact 
that his predecessors have taken 
both types. 

When President Roosevelt died 
in April 1945, many of his public 
and private papers already were 
consigned to the Franklin D. 


Roosevelt Library at Hyde Park, 
N.Y, : 


After Truman took office, one 
of his early acts was to impound 
the so-called war or “map room” 
papers of Roosevelt. Documents 
dealing with some of the most 
secret phases of the war—the 
atom bomb and notes from the 
historic Big Three meetings— 
were among those “secured.” The 
more important of these papers 
still remain under the presiden- 
tial seizure order. 

In the nearly two years since 
the death of Roosevelt, a great 
mass of his correspondence has 
been classified and forwarded to 
the library at his old Dutchess 
county home in New York. 

Not all of the released Roose- 
velt papers, however, have reached 
the Hyde Park Library. A gurro- 
gate court in New York will de 
cide whether some shall go to the 
library or the Roosevelt estate. 

Meanwhile, Under Secretary of 
Interior Oscar L. Chapman said 
that to his knowledge Harold L. 
Ickes took only personal papers 
with him when he stepped out as 
Secretary of the Interior. 


HANGING DECREED 
FOR 3 GERMANS 
WHOSHOT FLYERS 


Defendants Admit. They 
Killed 5 Americans 
After They Surrend- 


ered in Reich. 


DACHAU, Germany, Jan. 2 
(AP) — An American military 
court today sentenced to death by 
hanging three Germans, who ad- 


mitted on the witness stand that 
they shot five American flyers in 
the back while the airmen were 
being marched ahead of them as 
prisoners of war. 

The Germans, Gustav Stork, 
Gustav Deppe and Franz Durschke 
—two former policemen. and a 
chimney sweep—said they shot 
the Americans in August 1944 on 
order from a rural district police 
chief. 

Six. flyers had parachuted to 
earth near Hohenhausen. One 
was killed in the drop. ‘The other 
five surrendered. 

Stork and Deppe took two of the 
flyers to a wooded area and shot

While one unidentified Govern- 
ment official accused Ickes of tak- 
ing Government papers, another 
equally anonymous source came to 
his defense. He said Ickes was 
“very meticulous” in leaving be- 
hind all official papers.

The International Wheat Council 
last night called a conference to 
draft an agreement stabilizing 
wheat prices and supplies and di- 
viding the world market. It will 
be held in London beginning 
March 6. 

The council is an agency of 
major wheat producing and im- 
porting nations. Members of the 
council include Argentina, Aus 
tralia, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, 
China, Denmark, France, India, 
Italy, The Netherlands, the United 
Kingdom and the United States. 

An inter-government agreement 
to deal with surpluses of wheat 
and other farm products was 
recommended last week by the 
United Nations’ preparatory com- 
mission in proposals for improving 
world nutrition and stabilizing 
farm income, The London meeting 
is expected to consider the com- 
mission’s proposal that interna- 
tional commodity agreements 
provide for disposing of surpluses 
to undernourished areas at cut 
prices.

today for further questioning in 
the fatal shooting of her husband, 
Martin Snyder, at their farm home 
near St. Jacob, Ill., last Monday | 
night. 

Sheriff Dallas Harrell 
Manford Bray had admitted shoot- 
ing Snyder, and that Mrs. Snyder 
and Paul Bray admitted being 
present. There are still some dis- 
crepancies in their statements, 
Sheriff Harrell said, and the three 
will be questioned further before 
he applies for warrants, 

The sherifi said the three told 
him that Manford had been drink- 
ing in a St. Jacob tavern Monday, 
and when Paul returned from 
work at a grain elevator at Tren- 
ton, his mother asked him to find 
Manford and bring him home. 
Paul did so, the sheriff said, and 
after they arrived home they start- 
ed arguing over money. 

Manford obtained a_ .22-caliber 
rifle and fired one shot at Paul 
as he returned to the house from 
the yard, the sheriff continued, 
and threatened to fire again if he 
cam: into the house. Paul said he 
stayed out in the yard, from where 
he heard an argument inside the 
house between Manford and Mr. 
and Mrs. Snyder. 

The three disagree as to details 
of the actual shooting, Sheriff 
Harrell said, although all say Paul 
was not in the house at the time, 
When they notified the Sheriff's 
office of Snyder’s death on Mon- 
day, they said he had stepped out- 
side to look at a thermometer. 
When he did not return prompt- 
ly, they said, they investigated and 
found him lying in the yard, a 
rifle near him. 

Sheriff Harrell said Manford 
and Paul Bray had argued for sev- 
eral months over the division of 
income from the farm. Manford 
received a medical discharge from 
the Army in 1942, the sheriff said, 
and when Paul was inducted short- 
ly afterward he sold his share in 
the place to his brother for $2000. 

The money was never paid, the 
sheriff continued, and since Paul 
returned from military service he 
had felt that h:; should either re- 
ceive the $2000 or a share of the 
income from the farm.

George Howe, Eastern 
Architect, Here to Con- 
fer With Jefferson Me- 


morial Board. 


George Howe, Philadelphia and 
Washington architect, was named 
today as professional adviser to 
the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial Association, in its com- 
petition for a design for the im- 
provement of the riverfront me- 
morial national park tract. W. C. 
D’Arcy, president of the associa- 
tion, said completion of the $225,- 
000 prize fund, to finance a na- 
tion-wide architectural contest 
for the design, was in sight. 

Howe was in St. Louis today to 
confer with D’Arcy, Luther Ely 
Smith, chairman of the associa- 
tion’s board of trustees, and other 
members, on plans for opening the 
competition. He will prepare a 
brochure setting forth the state- 
ment of purpose, and the engi- 
neering and technical information 
which will be needed by contest- 
ants. 

In accepting the memorial as- 
sociation’s offer, Howe expressed 
his view that the memorial should 
be not only a monument of his- 
toric character, but an area of 
daily use to the city and a place 
of interest to visitors from all re- 
gions. 

National Jury Planned. 

Howe explained that the com- 
petitive designs will be judged by 
a special jury, national in scope, 
composed of architects and gov- 
ernment representatives, selected 
by the Memorial Association and 
the National Park Service. The 
jury will meet in St. Louis during 
the several stages of the contest. 
.Preparation of the program to 
guide the competitors will require 
about three months, Howe esti- 
mated, and the actual competition 
is expected to cover an additional 
six months. Howe will spend con- 
siderable time in Washington in 
connection with the preparatory 
work. 

Howe has been assured of the 
co-operation of the National Park 
Service, the city government, and 
the state and federal highways | 
departments, Accepted parts of. 
the plan, which competing archi- 
tects will have to take into ac- 
count, will be the projected 140- 
foot double-decked arterial high- 
way along Third street; a 
sub-surface garage for 3500 or 
more automobiles, and relocating 
the railroad tracks which are on 
the present riverfront elevated 
structure. 

The garage plan is important in 
view of the accepted purpose of.re- 


ie: habilitating the eastern downtowr 


area through the riverfront im- 
D’Arcy, in a recent

“The Communists by their un- 
willingness to compromise in the 
national interest are evidently 
counting on an economic collapse 
to. bring about the fall of the Gov:

PEIPING, Jan. 29 (AP)—Gen. 
Tu Li-ming’s counter-attacking 
Government forces pushed the 
Chinese Communists across the 
frozen Sungari river in Manchuria 
and established several beach-'| 
heads on the north bank, Govern- 
ment sources reported today. 


The Sungari divides Communist 
and Nationalist territory in cen- 
tral Manchuria. 

Communist Gen. Lin Piao had 
sent his men across the Sungari 
in a southbound push toward 
Changchun, the Manchurian capi- 
tal, but Gen. Tu's armies launched 
a counter-offensive that quickly 
rolled the Reds back. 

In North China, the Communists 
stepped up a new offensive against 
the vital Peiping-Hankow railway 
and once more threatened Paoting, 
capital of Hopeh provifice. 

The Communists struck every 
main rail town between Paoting 
and Shihkiachwang, about 80 miles 
to the south. They were reported 
to have captured three towns and 
were fighting for a fourth. 

In Nanking, Ambassador J. 
Leighton Stuart called on Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek to in- 
form him of the United States de- 
cision to end its mediation efforts 
in China. 

later, Wang Ping-nan, Com- 
munist representative in Nanking, 
called at the American embassy 
and was told of the State Depart- 
ment’s action. 

Embassy sources said the United 
States marines connected with Ex-

“The Benjamin Electric Manu- 
facturing -Co., (Des Plaines, II1.), 
has a contract with its employes 
who have voted to affiliate with 
the CIO. The company manu- 
factures fluorescent lighting fix- 
tures which are sold and installed 
throughout the United States. 

“In many cities where the com- 
pany used to sell its fixtures they 
now find it impossible to sell them 
because of the IBEW boycott. 
The IBEW then told the company 
that if they wanted to sell in those 
cities, they would have to arrange 
to have their fixtures wired by an 
electrical contractor employing 
IBEW labor. 

“The gompany Was perfectly 
competent to do this work in its 
own plant, and to have it done 
Outside resulted in large increases 
in cost, running up to 5600 per 
cent on specific fixtures.” 
Iserman told the committee he 
is labor réjations cotifsel for 
companiés which “count their 
employes in tens and in the tens 
of thousands.” 

Backs Ball Proposal. 
In urging sweeping revision of 
the Wagner Act, Iserman indorsed 
a ball by Senator Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, which is designed to 
accomplish this.

Unable to Swim 


The 28-year-old Kiefer, who 
didn’t need an underwater pen 
to write his name in Olympic and 
national swimming records over 
the past 10 years, is on the Kiel 
Auditorium travel and_ sports 
show program as a_ performer. 
He Speaks a piece on swimming 
that is convincing.

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Commission Orders Graziano to Explain Cancellation of Fight 


Fitle Bout 
With Zale 


In Balance 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29 (AP)—A 
New York State Athletic Commis- 
sion rule requiring a boxer to re- 
port any attempt to “fix” one of 
his fights raised the Possibility to- 
day that the middleweight cham- 


pionship fight March 21 between 
champion Tony Zale and Rocky 
Graziano might be called off. 

The commission’s rule 64 ex- 
plicitly provides that a boxes, if 
asked to engage in a “sham or 
collusive contest,” must report the 
matter. 

Graziana will appear before the 
commission Friday to answer the 
allegation of District Attorney 
rFank S. Hogan that he was of- 
fered a $100,000 bribs to throw his 
echeduled fight Dec. 27 with Ru- 
ben (Cowboy) Shank of Denver. 
The fight was cancelled Dec, 24 
when Graziano claimed a _ sore 
back, 

Graziano’s failure to report the 
alleged bribe offer to the commis- 
sion could call for invocation of 
rule 64 with cancellation of the 
championship bout the result. 

Hogan's investigation of sports 
contests already has resulted in 
the conviction of one man and in- 
dictment of three others in con- 
nection with an attempted “fix” in 
professional football. 

Graziano told reporters last 
might that Hogan and his assis- 
tants had twisted into something 
serious his story of being offered 
a bribe to “throw” his scheduled 
fight Dec. 15 with Shank, repeat- 
ing his story of the visit of an 
unidentified man to his dressing 
room, Graziano said: 

“The thing was so ridiculous I 
figured the guy was kidding and I 
kidded back with him. Nobody 
ever offered me a bribe seriously 
in my whole career.” 

Fagan Wants to Know. 

However, Chairman Eddie 
Fagan ordered Graziano to appear 
Friday before the Athletic Com- 
mission “in connection with the 
circumstances surrounding his 
canceled fight” with Shank, 

Irving Cohen, Graziano’s man- 


tion after the fighter developed a 
back ailment. Hogan had said 
Graziano “faked” a sore back to 
halt the match. 

Eagan said the commission can 
“take disciplinary action if a 
fighter has been offered a bribe 
and has not reported it to the com- 
mission.” He added that he would 
make no statement regarding the 
Graziano-Zale match prior to Fri- 
day's hearing. 

Last September Graziano gave 
Zale a pounding before the cham-

$125, 000 Ber. on Shank Bout 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29 (AP)—A local bookmaker looked over the 


latest gambling “expose” today and said: 


“If somebody called me up 


before the Graziano-Shank fight was cancelled, and wanted to bet 
as much as $1000 on Shank and was willing to take only 4 to 1, I'd 
tell him to wait a minute while I sent the wagon over to pick him 


up.” 

This was the general pooh-pooh 
attitude, not only-in bookmaking 
circles, but also among the mem- 
bers of the fight game, about the 
report from the district attorney's 
office that a group of gamblers— 
not bookies, mind you—had bet 
$125,000 on Ruben Shank, a sec- 
ond-rate middleweight, against 
Rocky Graziano, a title contender, 
to win $500,000. The bets were 
supposed to have been made with 
bookies in yarious cities, after the 
gamblers first offered Rocky a 
fantastic $100,000 to throw the 
fight. 

The bout, scheduled for Dec. 27 
in Madison Square Garden, was 
galled off Dec. 24 when Graziano 
complained of an ailing back+a 
complaint, incidentally, which ap- 
pears to have been somewhat 
borne out when one of the New 
York State Athletic Commission’s 
top physicians, Dr, Sym Newman, 
diagnosed the ailment as a sacro- 
iliac condition. 

Few’ Bets on Fight. 

As for betting anything like 
$125,000 with bookies out of town, 
just about every one who knows 
anything about the machinery of 
gambling is giggling equally as 
loud over the matter. It was re- 
called that the fight was “off the 
board” here—that local “offices” 
wouldn’t handle a bet because the 
price was too prohibitive and be- 
cause there was no wagering ac- 
tion on Shank, 

“Okay,” one bookie said “sup- 
pose a New York bettor called up 
an office in, say, Columbus and 
wanted to bet even as much as 
$1000 and was willing to take as 
little as 4 to 1, It wouldn’t be 
five minutes before the Columbus 
bookie had two or three books 
here in New York on the phone 
telling them about it and wanting 
to know what was cooking, 

“Okay—so now they say $125,- 
000 was spread around the books 
in a lot of cities. If that kind of 
action was going on, so many 
phone bells would have been ring- 
ing in New York the books would 
have thought it was a 12-alarm 
fire. Instead, the local offices 
never put the fight back on the 
board, right up to the minute it 
was cancelled, and didn’t get any 
word from outa town on as much 
as 50 cents worth of action.”

DUROCHER TALKS BACK 
TAS TIME TO JOGE 


Threat to Set Aside Laraine 
Day’s Divorce Called ‘Dis- 
graceful Situation.’ 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
Leo Durocher, who has done a lot 
of talking back to umpires as boss 
of the Brooklyn Dodgers, has 
picked a néw target—the judge 
who is thréatening to set aside 
the California divorce he granted

raine Day. Durocher married 
Miss Day in El Paso, Tex., short- 
ly after she obtained a second di- 
vorce at Juarez, Mexico. 

Superior Judge George A. Dock- 
weiler, who a day before the mar- 
riage dissolved Miss Day’s mar- 
riage to J. Ray Hendriks, airport 
executive, has summoned her be- 
fore him next Tuesday to show 
why he should not rescind the 
decree. 

Durocher issued a _ statement 
yesterday criticizing the judge 
who he said had made public the 
transcript of a conference in his 
chambers with Miss Day and 
Durocher when they flew. back 
frém El Paso. 

Durocher didn’t stop there. He 
said he and the actress were “le- 
gally man and wife and we in- 
tend to remain so as long as we 
live.” 

“It is a disgraceful situation,” 
he continued, “when a supposedly 
holier-than-thou jurist can suggest 
—as he did to my wife and my 
myself—that we annul our mar- 
riage and her Juarez divorce, and 
that the court would overlook our 
living in sin until her interlocu- 
tory decree becomes final.

Warning of ‘Machine.’ 

“The proposed charter,” it is 
stated, “is written around the s0- 
called city manager, who may be 
imported, who may stay a month 
or years. If he wishes to stay for 
years, with his complete authority 
to hire and fire in all departments, 
he could build up a machine that/| 
could not be defeated.” 

As to savings in municipal sal- 
aries, claimed for the new char- 
ter, it is stated: 

“The proponents tell us the new 
charter would eliminate the col- 
lector, comptroller and treasurer, 
whose total salaries amount to 
$13,772 per year (1945 and 1946 
budget). They would also elimi- 
nate the present Mayor’s salary 
of $3000 and the aldermen’s of 
$7200 for a total of $23,972. They 
would then pay the seven mem- 
bers of the City Council $2100 a 
year, estimate the city manager at 
$12,000 (although $15,000 has been 
placed as the figure), a purchas- 
ing agent at $2400, auditors at 
$2500; the average for the three 
year-around clerks in the comp- 
troller’s office at $5400, and you 
have a total of $24,400, which 
would be a net loss at the start. 
The figures given are conservative 
and do not include other help that 
the departments have. It just 
doesn't make sense.’ 

The cities from which letters 
unfavorable to the city manager 
plan have been received are Cleve- 
land, Akron and Lima, O.; Wal- 
tham and Orange, Mass.; Bing- 
hamton, N.Y.; Ashland, Ky.; St. 
Albans, Vt.; Mason City, Ia.; Cape 
May, N. J.; Sulphur and Collins- 
ville, Okla. 

All Tried, Abandoned Plan. 

All were to the effect that the 
cities named had tried some form 
of the city manager plan, and had 
abandoned it for various reasons. 
The writers were in some cases 
municipal officials under the form 
of city government which re- 
placed the city manager type. 

From Waltham, a Boston su- 
burb of about the size of Univers- 
ity City, the secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce wrote: 

“Council manager form of gov- 
ernment operated in Waltham 
1918-22 inclusive, On a referendum 
vote in November 1922 the charter 
was changed to the Mayor-Council 
form, commonly known as the 
|}Strong Mayor form. Factors lead- 
ing to the change were defeat on 
a referendum vote of the council's 
plan for a comprehensive civic 
center; and opposition by one of 
the daily papers to the plan dur- 
ing its five years of existence, 
using the argument that the plan 
was autocratic.” 

Backed by Ex-Mayor. 

David L. Millar, former Mayor 
of University City, issued a state- 
ment today in support of the 
charter proposal. He denied 
charges of the opposition that the 
city manager system fosters dic- 
tatorship. The council-manager 
system, he said, is the least sus- 
ceptible to arbitrary control. 

No system, he said, is free from 
this danger if civic indifference 
exists; in this connection he spoke 
of Kansas City, where the city 
manager system existed under a 
wasteful boss rule, but where, he 
said, it has been the instrument 
of a remarkable civic advance 
since 1940. 

In its publication, “Charter 
News,” sent out by mail today, 
the supporting committee charges 
that the “desperate attempts of 
the opposition to defeat the coun- 
cil-manager plan are based on 
foreknowledge that this plan 
would keep politics and bossism 
out of University City.” As to the 
city manager’s probable salary, a 
matter of controversy, it was 
stated that “in no case should the 
salary have to exceed $10,000.”

The exception is the AFL State 
Yederation of Labor and its af- 
filiated unions. They have de- 
manded outright repeal of the law, 
contending that even the theory 
on which it is predicated is false. 


CIO unions, although regarding 
the present law as a “strike-break- 
ing instrument” operated by the 
state for the benefit of the utility 
companies, recognize there may 
be some merit to the concept of 
restricting the right to strike in 
utilities. But they want a quid 
pro quo for yielding that right. 
At the Dther Extreme. 

At the other extreme stands the 
view of the Public Service Co., 
largest utility firm in the state; 
It thinks the time has come to 
‘outfit the law with teeth. The com- 
pany shares the sentiments of 
Walter E. Edge who, on Jan. 14, 
in a farewell message to the leg- 
isiature before retirement as gOv- 
ernor, requested the addition of 
penalties to the statute. 

Between these poles are the 
independent unions representing 
employes of five gas and coke 
plants owned by Public Service. 
Their spokesman considers the 
law one of the “greatest ever 

in the state from the 
standpoint of the utility employe 
and the public.” 

At Gov. Edge’s bidding, the law 
was enacted last March. It 
clothes the Governor, in the event 
of a threatened strike or lockout, 
with the power to seize and op- 
erate public utilities. Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly, in his message to the 
Missouri legislature on Jan, 8, 
recommended similar legislation, 
and a bill to prohibit strikes in 
public utilities will soon be intro- 
duced in the State Senate by Sen- 
ator H. Raymond Williams of 
Cassville. 

Walter T. Margetts Jr., chair- 
man of the State Mediation 
Board, which is the overseer of 
labor disputes in New Jersey, 
told the Post-Dispatch the law 
has worked out very well for 
the public. This is the first ex- 
perience with mediation for 
Margetts, who is a New York 
corporation lawyer but a resi- 
dent of New Jersey. The fact 
that there has been no interrup- 
tion of an essential service to 
the public, he said, speaks for 
itself 


Interviewed at his law offices 
fn New York's Wall street, he ex- 
panded on his belief that the ma- 
chinery created by the New Jer- 
sey law brought about more or- 
derly collective bargaining be- 
tween unions and utilities. Recall- 
ing that the law requires the 
Mediation Board to observe nego- 
tiations closely, Margetts. asserted 
this scrutiny “has the effect on 

both parties of making them pro- 

ceed in more earnest fashion.” 

And the deadlines set up in the 
various provisions of the law, he 
added, “tend to expedite settle 
ments. Both parties realize they 
have 60 days in which to bargain. 
. They know that, if they fail to 
‘reach an agreement, they will 
have to face a public fact-finding 
| procedure and public opinion. In 
Sy far majority of cases unions 

and the utilities have been very 
co-operative.” 

Secretary on the Record. 

At the State Mediation Board's 
headquarters in this city, Allan 
’ Weisenfeld told the Post-Dispatch 
| that in 10 months of the law's 
existence there had been only one 
! strike which lasted more than a 
few days. And that one, he said, 
, caused little inconvenience to the 
| public. 

On the whole the law has 
worked effectively in resolving 
disputes which otherwise might 
have led to the interruption of 
| essential services, was the observa- 
' tion made by Weisenfeld, who is 
_ secretary of the Mediation Board. 
| The long strike to which he al- 
luded involved 45 bus drivers 
employed by the Central Avenue 
Bus.Owners’ Association in Jersey 
City. It is continuing, but there 
_has not been any need for the 
state to take over the busses. 
Owners have been operating them 
and other transportation is avail- 
able nearby. The strike, Weisen- 
feld explained, resulted after the 
drivers rejected a recommendation 
made in accordance with the law 
by a fact-finding panel. 

Weisenfeld noted that the law 
had two effects on unions and 
utilities. “To the extent that the 
parties are reluctant to have 
someone else settle their prob- 
lems,” he commented, “the state 
procedure has speeded up direct 
across-the-table bargaining. But 
in certain cases either side for 
gome reason, perhaps internal 
politics, preferred to run to the 
board for aid.” The experience 
in this respect has not been unlike 
what happened during the life of 
the War Labor Board. 

The most optimistic reaction 
was presented to the Post- 
Dispatch on the other side of 
the narrow state at Camden by 
Richard Cecich, president of the 
Camden Coke and Gas Inde- 
pendent Federation and chair- 
man of the Public Service Sys- 
tem Council of Independent 
Unions. Euthusiastically he de- 


| 


clared: “We think this is one 
of the greatest laws ever 
in New Jersey.” 

“Who gets hurt if the men 
have to hit the street?” he 
asked, and then gave his own 
answer: “They and the public, 
but especially women, children 
and public institutions.” Con- 
vinced that fact-finding in case 
of an impasse between utilities 
and unions was “wonderful,” 
Cecich said the independent 
unions believed they had re- 
ceived fair treatment from the 
fact-finding panels; even bet- 
ter, he added, than as a result 
of direct bargaining” with the 
company. 

The independents challenged the 

law as originally introduced last 
year, Cecich said, because then it 
was a “yellow dog” proposal. But 
the substitute which became the 
law met with their approval. They 
will oppose any attempt to alter 
the lawinits present form, Cecich 
said, 
Here in Newark at the general 
offices of the Public Service Co., 
Robert A. Zachery, vice president 
in charge of public relations, as- 
serted the law had fulfilled its 
purpose in that there had been 
no cessations of service to the 
company’s customers. But the 
time has come, he told the Post- 
Dispatch, “in view of the state's 
experience after seizure of our 
Harrison and Newark gas manu- 
facturing plants last Christmas, 
where the employes in the union 
refused to work for the state, that 
the law should be amended so as 
to include penalties to become ef- 
fective after state seizure.” 

Mayor Murphy’s Views. 
Nearby, in the offices of Mayor 
Vincent J. Murphy of Newark an 
entirely different opinion was ex- 
pressed. Mayor Murphy is also 
secretary-treasurer of the AFL 
State Federation of Labor. The 
union, representing workers at the 
Harrison and Newark plants, is 
an affiliate of the AFL Interna- 
tional Chemical Workers. 

“The bill has not stopped 
strikes,” Mayor Murphy asserted. 
“In fact, it has been an incentive 
to strike. Look at the record! 
For 27 years before passage of the 
bill there had been only two 
strikes in public utilities in the 
state. There have been four 
strikes since the bill became law. 
This record indicates the bill is 
an incentive to strikes, instead of 
a brake against them.” 

At the federation’s recent an- 
nual convention, Murphy said in 
his secretary-treasurer’s report: 
“We still believe that the prin- 
ciple of the bill is very bad, al- 
though it is being used to advan- 
tage by labor unions in dispute 
with public utilities. ... However, 
it is clear that the principle of 
the legislation is bad in that it 
provides for governmental inter- 
ference with the processes of col- 
lective bargaining.” 

Upon Murphy’s recommendation 
that the convention urge repeal 
of the law, a _ resolution was 
adopted unanimously asserting 
that the bill “represents the worst 
piece of anti-labor legislation in 
the history of our state.” Despite 
considerable modffications of the 
original provisions, the resolution 
went on, “(it) is still subject to 
interpretation which would be 
dangerous in the extreme to the 
labor movement of our state, es- 
pecially insofar as it was inter- 
preted by Gov. Walter E. Edge so 
as to permit the use of state 
troopers and state militia as 
strike-breakers.” 

On the Right to Strike. 
Both Carl Holderman, president 
of the New Jersey CIO State 
Council, and Ftd Pa Jacob 
Friedland of Jersey City expressed 
the need for compensating ad- 
vantages to utilities employes if 
they must give up the right to 
strike.

Finns Pay Russia Reparations. 
HELSINSKI, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
Finland has delivered one-third of 
reparations valued at $100,000,000 
to the Soviet Union, it was an- 
nounced officially last night.

“The constitution also will create 
wide possibilities for the develop- 
ment of co-operatives and will 
safeguard private property as the 
basis of sound, private initiative.” 

In addition, the manifesto prom- 
ised increased employment, higher 
salaries, the development of social 
services, improved housing, school 
reforms and financial aid to farm- 
ers. 

Of Mikolajezk’s Polish Peasant 
party, the manifesto said: 

“By becoming the legal super- 
structure of the reactionary under- 
ground, the movement has put it- 
self outside sound social forces and 
has eliminated itself from the list 
of forces which may contend over 
Poland's fate.”

Until three years ago I lived in Atchi- 
zon, Kan., where the city manager plan 
has proved by far the most satisfactory 
plan for efficiency and economy in city 
government, 


The plan does not in any sense take 
away local government. Quite to the 
contrary. It has been possible to in- 
terest able men in becoming councilmen. 


The tax rate had definitely not been 
increased except for increases due to 
increased cost of essentials. ‘The’ tax 
rate is still far below that of most cities 
of the same size in Kansas. Old bonded 
indebtedness, refunded for many years, 
has been paid off and later city bonds 
reduced to an insignificant sum with- 
out in any way impeding progress. 

To me this plan very closely resembles 
the plan of a general manager in the 
business world, whose job is to run the 
business subject to the will of the board 
of directors. While the people have no 
right to remove him from office they 
will still retain the right to remove the 
councilmen both by vote and by recall. 

Any busirress of the magnitude of Uni- 
versity City would demand a fulltime 
manager. 

To my o)d home town the city man- 
ager plan was a blessing, and I am for 
it.

A Tongue for Peace

Along with the demands for a united 
world, what about a united language?

English. literature is more overcrowd- 
ed with idioms and words with long 
endings than German, French, Spanish, 
and even some of the classics in Latin 
and Greek. 

If we would simplify our spelling, by 

‘the elimination method, improve our 
pronunciation, by reducing the number 
of diacritical marks, and agree on what 
words have become. useless, we might 
rid our vocabulary of a lot of impedi- 
menta, harmful in the acquirement of 
a liberal education.

No Incentive to Rent 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

When J. C. R. wrote against any mod- 
ification of the rent control act, it sug- 
gested to me that he has not seen the 

‘ pitiful plight of many property owners. 

It must be clear that our present 
shortage of houses is due to the unhap- 
py record of rental property. Such prop- 
erty for the most part has been some- 
what in distress for the past 15 years. 

Except for speculative building since 
the war, there has been no incentive for 
anyone to invest in residential rental 
property. OPA rent control has aggra- 
vated a bad situation. 

I know of a double flat that rents for 
$130 a month. Before the war about $75 
a month was left for the owner (a 
widow) after taxes and upkeep. Now re- 
pairs are from two to four times as 
costly as before. There is perhaps $55 
a month left. And this $55 buys only as 
much food and clothes as $30 used to 
buy. 

While other incomes have increased, 
the income from residential property 
has gone down and down in the face of 
increased living costs. 

When we had the OPA there was no 
meat at 50 cents a pound. Without the 
OPA we have plenty of meat at 60 cents 
a pound. The same basic principals ap- 
ply to rental property, but it will take 
longer to get over the OPA in the hous- 
ing shortage than it did in the meat 


shortage.

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The Truth About Leprosy 


The truth about leprosy belies all fable. For 
centuries man has trembled at the name. To- 
day leprosy is controllable, and no more con- 
tagious or dangerous than many other diseases. 
Yet the age-old weight of superstition still falls 
terribly on men and women who are cast out 
from society and virtually meer because 
they. have leprosy. 

Maybe the terror surrounding this disease will 
now succumb to the truth. By speaking boldly, 
the nation’s press saw to it that syphilis was 
treated as a disease and as a taboo. Now a 
notable series of articles on leprosy, written by 
Ken Gormin. has appeared in the New Orleans 
Times-Picayune. These articles give newspapers 
a fine opportunity to help wipe out a dangerous 
misunderstanding. 

The sufferings of the “unclean” have deep 
biblical ‘roots. The Book of Leviticus advocates 
that “he shall clean the house with the blood of 
a bird,” and otherwise prescribes a lengthy 
sanitary code, which modern man would think 
leaves much to be desired. 

Yet if lepers were hounded out of ancient 
society, they still are hounded today. They are 
treated more like criminals than decént citizens 
unluckily afflicted with a disease. 

The nation’s one leprosarium is at Carville, 
La. At this United States Marine hospital, the 
“inmates” are “guarded” against “absconding” 


until they are “paroled.” The very terms speak 


of imprisonment. Many patients take assumed 
names, so their families will not be shunned. 
They are forcibly segregated in every state but 
New York, yet authorities estimate that from 
2000 to 5000 persons who may have leprosy are 
being treated sub-rosa, or not being treated, be- 
cause they fear humiliation and confinement. 

Such treatment is inhumane, and it is abso- 
lutely senseless. Leprosy can be controlled, and 
there is hope Yor a cure. It is no more con- 
tagious than tuberculosis, and not as dangerous 
to the nation as syphilis and some other more 
common diseases. 

Carville itgelf has produced a medical revolu- 
tion since Dr. G. H. Faget took medical charge 
at that former hell-hole. He began treatment 
with sulfone derivatives. As a result, Dr. Faget 
says, it is possible to arrest leprosy and perhaps 
to cure it within 18 months to four years, de- 
pending upon the length of time the victim has 
suffered. 

While Dr. Faget is cautious about his predic- 
tions, the facts indicate near-miracles from the 
new treatment. The Carville death rate has been 
reduced astonishingly. About 40 healed patients 
left the hospital last year. Others who were 
bedridden now can move about, Their swellings 
and lesions have disappeared. 

Dr. Faget encourages visitors to come to 
Carville. They are in no danger, he says, “if 
they just take the ordifiary precautions—soap 
and water.” Uninformed critics sometimes re- 


vive the famous case of Father Damien, who 


died of leprosy at the Molokai leprosarium in 
Hawaii. But the truth is that Father Damien 
took no precautions, and even invited contagion 
by close contacts with the patients. No one on 
the medical or nursing staff at Carville has ever 
had the disease. Contagion is less likely than 
in many other maladies. 

Maj. Hans G. Hornbostel is proving this daily. 
The wife of this veteran of Bataan contracted 
leprosy while a Japanese prisoner, and Maj. 
Hornbostel accompanied her to Carville, where 
he visits her every day. She hopes to leave 
there next year. Meanwhile Maj. Hornbostel is 
distressed about the public attention given his 
residence at Carville. “I’m no martyr,” he says. 
“I’m damned if I know why she—and the rest of 
these people—should be treated like criminals.” 

The patients feel the same way. They have 
organized, and have tried to put their case be- 
fore the public. Largely through their efforts, 
the United States Public Health Service was 
brought to appoint an advisory committee of ex- 
pert leprologists. This committee has just made 
several recommendations for treatment and re- 
search, and for lessening the hardships of vic- 
tims of leprosy. Two of these recommendations 
seem fundamental: 

(1) The Public Health Service should conduct 
a national education program about leprosy. 
This would be aimed first at the medical pro- 
fession, for many physicians are amazingly igno- 
rant about the disease. The condition of one 
23-year-old patient at Carville was diagnosed in 
10 different ways—for syphilis and acne and 
so on—before his true affliction was recognized. 

(2) The Public Health Service should help es- 
tablish special clinics in semi-tropical states 
where the disease flourishes, and out-patient 
clinics for cases no longer infectious. This would 
help remove the stigma of virtual imprisonment. 

The whole segregation policy should be: re- 
vised. Dr. George W. McCoy says: “Those af- 
flicted with leprosy can be treated in any hos- 
pital without the slightest danger.” The 70- 
year-old head of the Louisiana State University 
department of preventive medicine is a veteran 
leprologist. He sees no reason why persons 
with leprosy could not travel about, or be treat- 
ed, according to individual cases, as if they had 
any other communicable malady. This would be 
particularly sensible in northern states where 
leprosy is not endemic. 

We think the Public Health Service. should 
adopt the recommendations of its committee. A 
realistic national policy toward lepers would be 
more than humane. It would permit really ade- 
quate treatment and a better defense against 
leprosy. Above all, the ancient taboos should be 
lifted from what is, in modern society, just 

another disease. 


eile Should Show ’em_ 


We would like to stand up and be courted 
on the side of the editors of Show-Me, the Uni- 
versity of Missouri’s humorous magazine, versus 
university officials and members of Sigma Delta 
Chi, the journalism fraternity. The parties of

One of the things students should learh in 


school, we think, is not to let their public serv- 
ants push them around. It’s more important in 
state-supported schools than in others, because 
very often their officials are pushed around by 
legislators and sundry public officials on whose 
favor they depend for appropriations. 

Perhaps the educators may feel sometimes

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that they have to curry favor, but the educatees 


don’t have to, and shouldn’t do it. Quite the 
contrary. As citizens, they are Sovereign, and 
while they shouldn’t push their public servants 
around, either, they ought to feel perfectly free 
to express disapproval. 

If a Congressman indulges in folly, holding 
up the mirror of humor to him can be down- 
right therapeutic. 
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Chains vs. Silk 


A revolution in British imperial policy is go- 
ing on under our eyes. Mr. Attlee announces 
that Burma shall have independence as soon as 
possible and may choose, once a constitution is 
drawn up, to stay in or get out of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Meanwhile, an in- 
terim government, composed of a native council 
and a British Governor, will administer affairs 
during the transition period. 

The offer to Burma is similar to the ee 
Government’s offer to India, It is in the same 
spirit of the British negotiations with Egypt, 
however complicated they may now be by ques- 
tions as to the status of Sudan. The Empire is 
being streamlined in accordance with the mod- 
ern revulsion against colonialism. Mr. Attlee’s 
policies toward India, Egypt. and Burma con- 
found those who predicted that, however the 
Labor Government might alter domestic poli- 
cies in the United Kingdom, it would pursue 
Churchillian policfes in matters of Empire. 

Mr. Churchill cast a jaundiced eye on the 
Attlee proposals to India, which he ¢ontinues to 
regard, in the old Lord Clive tradition, as the 
brightest jewel in the Empire’s crown. He now 
characterizes the offer to Burma as “a dismal 
transaction.” During the war, Mr. Churchill an- 


nounced that he had “not become the King’s: 


first minister to preside over the liquidation of 
the British Empire.” Obviously, he thinks Mr. 
Attlee is doing just that. 

It may well be, however, that, instead of 
Hiquidating the British Empire, Mr. Attlee is 
forging ties far more durable than the heavy 
chains of colonialism. The British Common- 
wealth itself, is held together by silken bonds. 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand are inde- 
pendent nations, yet they are fiercely loyal to 
the mother country. Both in World War I and 
World War II, the soldiers and statesmen of 
these nations came at once and without question 
to the defense of Britain. 

That wag not true in India which, though it 
made important contributions to the war, did 
not do so with the unity and high resolye of the 
Commonwealth. In Burma, the people were easy 
prey for the Japs, with whom many of them 
collaborated. To the Burmese, the Jap invasioh 
meant largely the exchange of one set of masters 
for another, What did it matter? was their atti- 
tude. The loyalty and affection that the Fili- 
pinos felt for us—qualities for which they died 
in great numbers—did not exist in Burma for 
the British. 

The time is past in the Orient, and elsewhere, 
for people, no matter what hue their skin, to be 
content under imperial rule. The yellow and 
brown races of the East hearken not to Mr. 
Churchill's notions of imperial grandeur, Eliza- 
bethan style, but to the voices of Gandhi, Nehru 
and the gallant Gen. Carlos Romulo of the 
Philippines. Mr, Attlee hears those voices, too. 
He is not waiting for bloody revolution such as 
is occurring in French Indo-China. He is mak- 
ing civilized overtures and these, like baead cast 
upon the waters, shall be many times returned. 

To loose the bonds of Empire, Mr. Churchill 
notwithstanding, may prove to be the only means 
to perpetuate it. 
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As-Usual’ Note 


Home ownership is likely to remain an “unat- 
tainable luxury” for most war veterans in 1947, 
according to a statement recently by Maj. Gen. 
Philip B. Fleming, Administrator of the Office 
of Temporary Controls. In the same day’s pa- 
per there. was an advertisement: “NON-VET- 
ERAN HOUSING! Construction ready to start. 
New 5-room brick bungalows. . . . Complete 
$11,250.”

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One Union Steps Ahead 
One union has stepped out boldly and alone 
to indorse the principle of a community strike 
prevention plan. St. Louis will recognize the 
wise leadership of the CIO United Retail, Whole- 


sale and Department Store Employes. This union. 


has shown before, with such remarkable projects 
as its medical clinic, that it is willing to look 
well beyond the narrowest) confines of labor’s 
welfare. 

For a while it seemed that trade unions here 
wanted to regard industrial war as their private 
affair, which it is not. But a large segment of 
the CIO is reconsidering Mayor Kaufmann’s pro- 
posal for a labor-management-citizens commit- 
tee to mediate disputes and avert strikes. This 
is the general principle of the Toledo industrial 
peace plan. 

While the retail workers union has not flatly 
accepted this plan, it does accept “merits in the 
solution of industrial disputes on a community 
basis.” Some strikes obviously are beyond the 
scope of local prevention.’ But the bulk of in- 
dustrial disputes give way most easily to bar- 
gaining and mediation by men who are on the 
scene, who understand the dispute and each other. 

Accepting this principle, the retail workers 
propose that labor and management choose their 
own representatives on the mediation commit- 
tee. These men together would appoint the pub- 
lic members. This procedure has commonly 
been used in arbitration, to assure that panels 
are made up of men trusted on each side. Cer- 
tainly the retail union’s suggestion deserves full 
consideration. 

Harold Gibbons’s union has opened the silent 
ranks of labor here to the prospect of commu- 
nity-wide co-operation against economic warfare. 
It has accepted the proposition that labor organ- 
izatidhs should not isolate themselves from their 
community. The foresight and common sense 
of this policy have won public respect, Though 
the retail workers stand alone in their position 

now, we hope they will not be alone for long.

Fantasy by English writer portrays Britain as discouraged with 
being a great power; postwar decade proves cost is too great; so 
nation gives up empire and turns to domestic problems; this creates 
furor and makes colonies unhappy, but revives prosperity at home.

In the spring of 1965 the British Govern- 
ment gave one year’s notice of its inten- 
tion to cease playing the role of a great 
power, and indicated that it would thence- 
forth not be bound by any international 
agreements of a political nature, secret or 
public, except those arising out of its mem- 
bership of UN, 


Some 6f the results of the declining 
birthrate, which had started a century 
earlier, were becoming perceptible, and 
Government statisticians pointed out that 
whereas 30 years previously, in every hun- 
dred of population there were 23 children 
and only 12 old people, now the correspond- 
ing figures were nine and 28 respectively, 
which meant a serious fall'in the number 
of future workers. 


Indeed, the position threatened to be 
even worse, owing to emigration to the less 
heavily-taxed Dominions. Whereas in 1945 
each child born in Britain inherited as his 
share of the national debt a lHiability of 
$2000, that figure was now nearer $3200. 


It had become evident even to the man- 
in-the-street that his country was what the 
City calls “over extended,” and that with 
one-and-a-half million of her virile male 
population everywhere except at home, she 
was slowly bleeding to death both in man- 
power and wealth. 


The Victors Look Around 


People were beginning to compare their 
standard of living with that of countries 
whose governments did not play power poli- 
tics—with Denmark, Switzerland and Swe- 
den, and even Germany and Italy—which, 
released from the burden of enormous 
standing armies and the like, were sensi- 
bly directing the whole of their productive 
capacity to providing their own people with 
an ever increasing volume of food, goods 
and services. This the former enemy coun- 
tries had done so successfully that they 
were able to dispense with further repara- 
tions from their victors. 


The British decision naturally caused a 
sensation. The main Indian parties de- 
nounced it as a dirty trick to force them 
to take over the government of their coun- 
try. The Greek dictator asked how, after 
20 years of civil war, he could be expected 
to rule without the support of a British 
army; and the conflicting forces in Pales- 
tine were so taken aback that they called 
a truce and agreed to submit their differ- 
ences to the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
to abide by his decision. 


Colonies Free, But Unhappy 


The Dominions heartily approved of the 
Government's action, as it rendered less 
likely the possibility of their being dragged 
into Europe’s future wars. The colonies 
and dependencies were told they could 
either assume self-government or place 
themselves under the United Nations. They 
showed little enthusiasm. 

The British Government had for a con- 
siderable time realized its precarious posi- 
tion in world politics, For the first time 
in history the “balance of power” had be- 
come a fact, Russia and America being 
roughly equal in manpower and produc- 
tive capacity. 

By throwing her weight, diminishing as 
it might be, yet considerable, on either side, 
Britain would destroy the balance; and, 
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however doubtful the final result of an 
atomic and bacteriological war, there could 
be none regarding the fate of the disturb- 
ing element. 


The Government had wisely declined 
with thanks the American suggestion that 
Britain should join the U.S.A. in the form 
of five additional states, North England, 
South England, Scotland, Wales and North 
Ireland. 


Rid of the great-power incubus, Britain 
started on the road of recovery. Reduc- 
tion by 80 per cent of her army, navy and 
air force estimates which, during the sec- 
ond peace, exceeded two billion dollars per 
annum, gave immediate relief to the tax- 
payer. 


No Longer a Maiden Aunt 


A useful by-product of this economy was 
the setting free for housing and business 
purposes of huge Government buildings no 
longer required, e.g. War Office annexes 
which were formerly hotels. Parliament, 
now that Britain was no longer endeavor- 
ing to act as maiden aunt to Europe and 
the world at large, had adequate time to 
give proper consideration to home affairs. 


It was evident that there was. no pros- 
pect of Britain again becoming a coal-ex- 
porting country, and more and more man- 
power was diverted to the production of 
sufficient home-grown food, a less difficult 
task now that the population was declining. 


It is always interesting to trace the ori- 
gin of an epoch-making event. In this 
case it arose from one of the Prime Min- 
isters (the intelligent one) noticing a book 
on his secretary's desk, with the simple 
lettering VOLTAIRE. Thinking this was 
the name of a new game he took it home, 
By the time he had read “Candide” he real- 
ized that the quintessence of human wis- 
dom lay in the final words of that master- 
piece: “All that is very well, but let us cul- 
tivate our garden.” He acted accordingly. 

Incidentally, he achieved the unique dis- 
tinction of being the first British states- 
man to receive a word of commendation 
from Bernard Shaw, who signalized his 
110th birthday in this fashion. 


A YANKEE CARPET BAGGER

Recently Edward T Folliard of the 
Washington Post went down to Atlanta to 
investigate Columbians Inc. and ascertain 
if possible just what brought that hate- 
stirring organization into being. He found 
that as a general rule the people of Atlanta 
despise the Columbians. Only a few hun- 
dred misguided souls are identified with 
the movement. 


But what may surprise the public is 
that the organizer and leader of the 
Columbians is a native of New York who 
went to Atlanta almost directly from 
Princeton campus, where he had received 
two years of university, exposure.

Eight Hours 


O00 MAN OUT, by F. L. Green (Reyna! & Hitchcock, 

New York.) 

“Odd Man Out,” the eighth novel of the 
English writer F. L. Green, and his first 
to appear in this country, is exciting read- 
ing. It is a thriller, a psychological study, 
and of its kind a classic. Like his English 
confrere Graham Greene, this novelist 
throws over his situations a chaotic, eerie 
quality that is perhaps the only common 
quality in all our lives today. His novel, 
therefore, contains not only exciting narra- 
tive, but a theme, a philosophy that is as 


The central character is Johnny, chief 
of the Revolutionary Organization in Ire- 
land, who is forced to kill a man in a raid 
on a linen factory. Though seriously wound- 
ed, Johnny escapes the police for eight long 
hours, 

* * + 


His escape involves his fellow revolution- 
ists in futile, bloody entanglements; leads 
Agnes, the exotically beautiful woman in 
love with him, to a harrowing and deter- 
mined resolve; forces crises in such varied 
lives as that of Rosie and Alfie, good hard- 
working citizens of Ireland; of saintlike 
Father Tom; of Lukey, the painter: of 
Shell, the small, evil, sly dreg of existence, 
yet a man for all that, indeed, the very 
force of life; of Tober, big, brutal, cold man 
of intellect. 

And Johnny's escape throws him inte 
himself, into that netherland between life 
and death where answers lay coldly and 
passionately near. He is also physically 
thrown into a nightmare world of men and 
women, into the cold storming night of 
Belfast where his escape provides the key- 
note of lust, revenge, fear and hideous seif- 
ishness. 

This night trek of Johnny's as he is 
tossed by cowardly humanity or by his 
own superhuman will from one bitterly cold 
city corner or warm home or hysterical 
bar to another resembles in horror and 
helplessness the alcoholic trudge of Don 
Birnam through Third Avenue in “The Lost 


Weekend.” (It ought to become another 
movie classic; in fact, is now in produc- 
tion.)

The most unsuccessful aspect of the novel 
is its tendency toward sophomoric philoso- 
phizing. As soon as Mr. Green allows his 
character to turn openly to questions of 
Hfe and death, he tends to oversimplify 
and to weaken not only the mood he has 
crgated but his characters as well. 

Lukey’s apostrophizing on art, for exam- 
ple, becomes quite crude, and indeed leads 
to a kind of melodrama that is out of keep- 
ing with the tremendous power the reader 
becomes accustomed to expect from Mr. 
Green. Yet there are so many scenes of the 
kind of severe beauty derived from under- 
statement that an occasional overworked 
scene is almost excusable.

Stassen is in the fortunate po- 
ition of being a candidate who 
does not have the responsibility 
of public office. He can talk 
about a 25 per cent cuff without 
having to produce results for a 
waiting public. 

Yet there is doubt ahout the 
wisdom of his trying to move into 
a safe middle position. His surest 
hope would seem to lie in his ap- 
peal to the great mass of inde 
pendent voters who have admired 
him for his courage and forth- 
rightness. The conservatives and 
reactionaries in his own party are 
not likely to forgive him for the 
boldness of his convictions in the 
past. They remember, for example, 
that he was a member of the com- 
mittee to aid the families of Gen- 
eral Motors strikers in the pro- 
longed contest a year ago. 

From the’opposite direction, an- 
other Republican is moving up on 
the center position. Ohio's Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft wants to dis- 
abuse the public of the notion 
that he is an ulta-conservative, In 


Taft would like to be regarded 
as a liberal. What is more, the 
facts show that he has exhibited 
far more concern over and in- 
terest in social legislation than 
almost anyone of prominence in 
his party. He has expert knowl- 
edge on medical care, public hous- 
ing, aid to education. In each of 
these fields he has pushed definite 
proposals, While they do not go 
nearly so far as the position in- 
herited by President Truman from 
the New Deal, they are in ad- 
vance of most Republicans, 

Failure to get his proposals 
adopted could not be put on Taft 
in eatlier years. After all, there 
was a Democratic majority in 
both houses, With his own party 
in control of both House and Sen- 
ate, it will not be easy for Taft 
o escape responsibility if he 
faile to put his reforms across. 
That would seem to be the weak- 
nessa of his position as a middle- 
of-the-road liberal, 


Envy of Albany. 


On the question of labor legisla- 
tion, too, Taft has taken a mod- 
erate stand. Those around him 
have been at pains to point out 
that, in this ‘ield, Taft's position 
is considerably more moderate 
than that of New York’s Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey. 

Dewey is, of course, saying 
nothing. In recent weeks he has 
passed up repeated offers to speak 
from the national stage. His ex- 
cuse each time is that he is too 
busy with the session of the Legis- 
lature at Albany. But with the 
Republicans in complete contro) 
in the State Legislature, this 
seems rather a thin excuse. It is 
obviously the best strategy for the 
Governor to avoid national contro- 
versy and let his record in the of- 
fice speak for himself. 

That may be why the other can- 
didates sometimes look with envy 
toward Albany. They must maneu-

Chester C. Davis Says “We 
Can’t Gouge Way at Other 
Fellow’s Expense.’ 


Teamwork by labor, manage. 
ment and agriculture is the key to 
continued prosperity in the year 
ahead, Chester C. Davis, president 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
St. Louis, said yesterday. He spoke 
at a luncheon meeting of the St. 
Louis Electrical Board of Trade 
at Hotel Statler. 

“We must demonstrate an ability 
to see the other fellow’s point of 
view and to work together toward 
a stable economy in which each 
group has a satisfactory share in 
the national income,” he said, ‘The 
common good is superior to the 
good of any special group and we 
cannot gouge our way to prosperi- 
ty at the other fellow’s expense.” 

On the whole, he said, there are 
more factors ‘favoring a _ stable 
economy than those leading to a 
boom and bust. Favorable fac- 
tors, he pointed out, were the near- 
record employment level, . good 
corporate earnings, high produc- 
tion levels coupled with signs that 
labor’s productivity rate is moving 
up again, a record national income, 
a large accumulation of savings 
and a backlog of demand for hous- 
ing and durable and consumer

goods, 

Hopes of continued prosperity 
will be dashed if prices continue 
to rise or the inflationary spiral 
is further encouraged by another 
round of wage increases without 
increased production, he said. He 
stressed the importance of bal- 
ancing the national budget and 
making a start on reducing the 
national debt this year.

Pressed by this columnist to 
elucidate further on Mikolajczyk’s 
connections with the illegal under- 
‘ground and whether the inference 
was that he acted treasonably, 
Berman replied. “All depends on 
Mikolajczyk’s future attitude. If 
repentant, he will have clemency 
like the others who wish to return 
to a legal life and help reconstruct 
the country. Toward those who 
persist in having underground con- 
tacts, we shall be ruthless.” 

Asked to name the statesmen 
abroad who have been questioning 
Poland's frontiers, Berman, under 
pressure, replied: 

“First, Winston Churchill, espe- 
cially since his Zurich speech ad- 
vocatng a United States of 
Europe (Churchill never mentioned 
the Polish frontier in that speech). 
It is well known that Mikolajczyk 
enjoyed an intimate friendship 
with Churchill. ,

WANT to chide school teachers 

a little today (but in a friendly 

manner, as Halsey would say) 
by again pointing out the improp- 
er telescoping of such words as 
secretary, .dictionary, military, 
cemetery, etc. Many teachers 
whom I have talked to have adopt- 
ed the British manner of saying 
such words as “secret-'ry, dic- 
tion'ry, milit’ry, cemet’ry,” believ- 
ing such pronunciations to be 
somehow more “cultivated” than 
the customary and = traditional 
American pronunciation in which 
all four syllables are distinctly 
pronounced, 

Indeed, an attractive young Eng- 
lish teacher recently upheld the 
“diction’ry” pronunciations with 
great vigor, telling me that the 
three-syllable ‘telescoping of thea 

and -ery words “has been cor- 
rect since Shakespeare's day.” 

The truth is, such unlovely locu- 
tions as “secret’ry, diction’ry” are 
British corruptions of very recent 
origin, and are not sanctioned by 
British authorities. And, of course, 
no reputable American authority 
recognizes the telescopings. 

Here is evidence that the British 
manner of smothering the -ary 
words has come about only in 
recent years. Here are three lines 
of identical meter. They are from 
the works, respectively, of three 
English writers: Shakespeare 
(1564-1616), Wordsworth  (1770- 
1850), and Tennyson (1809-1892): 
Nor customary suits of solemn 
black, ; 


Above the reach of ordinary men. 
I found it all a visionary flame. 
Surely, no one with an ear for 
good English would recite these 
lines with the decadent pronuncia- 
tions “custom’ry, ordin'ry, vi- 
sion’ry.” Nor would anyone even 
attempt to telescope such -ary 
words as temporary, sanguinary, 
dignitary, functionary, February, 
January, arbitrary, sanctuary, sol- 


tary. 

Best American usage and the 
accepted American dictionaries 
give such words four distinct syl- 
lables with a secondary accent on 
the third syllable, thus: “DIK’- 
shun-AIR-ee, MILL'I-TAIR-ee, 
SHEK’re-TAIR-ee.

“CLOSED SHOP,” to most of 
the uninitiated, would mean some- 
thing that was controlled, whereas 
“open shop”. would mean somie- 
thing that was free.

If a union is strong, the closed 
shop probably is not necessary as 
a protection. But when a union 
is weak, the closed shop gives it 
added security, for if both em- 
ployer and employes have agreed 
that new employes must belong to 
the union, new workers will be an

THERE IS nearly always a 
choice of places where a man can 
work at his chosen trade or occu- 
pation, but it is to his own inter- 
est-to be a part of a union and 
to strengthen the union’s bargain- 
ing power. 

The only valid argument against 
the closed shop is that union lead- 
ers sometimes misuse their power. 
That is true of leaders in any 
field. It is so with some political 
leaders and some business leaders. 
If labor leaders do not use their 
power in the interests of labor, 
the wise union membership will 
throw them out, but sometimes 
that takes time, 

The day may come when the 
closed shop will be unnecessary 
as a protection, and then it may 
fall into disrepute. But at pres- 
ent there are many employers as 
well as employes who have found 
it a useful mechanism. The point 
to bé remembered is that if 
enough individual workers feel it 
is unfair to them and to labor as 
a whole, they can throw it out at 
any time. .

' READER sends me a questionnaire: (1) “When removing 
A the plates from the left (as I believe is correct), is it per- 
missible at the same time for the waitress to remove the 
cup and saucer of the one sitting next on the left (coffee is 
being served with the main course) rather than go from side to 
side for the plate, then the cup and saucer? (2) When the salad 
is served with the main course, but on a separate plate, is a 
salad fork supposed to be used? (3) When serving coffee with 
dessert, are the large cups used or the after-dinner size?” 

The rule that plates must be presented at the left is a fixed 
one, but plates may be removed from the right quite ag cor- 
rectly as from the left. Therefore, it would be best, in this in- 
stance, to remove the plate and the coffee cup from the right of 
the same person's plate. (2) If it is necessary to serve two 
courses as one, you should provide two forks, even though some 
people will be found to use the same fork for everything at that 
course. (3) According to formal service, after-dinner coffee is 
served in small cups after dessert. At informal dinners, many 
people prefer the breakfast size cup. In this case it is served 
whenever the hostess chooses.

VOCADOS have enough good 
A features to make them irre- 

sistible. Their deep leafy 
green and rich yellow color as 
well ag their shape is attractive. 
When sliced lengthwise or cross- 
wise, the slender s-shaped pieces, 


-circles or horseshoes make glam- 


orous decorative motifs. The 
smooth, buttery texture, the mild, 
distinctive flavor, high nutritive 
value enable them to combine to 
advantage with many foods. For- 
tunately, we have learned to use 
them in many ways. Diced and 
added to rich flavored, plain 
chicken soup, they add elegance. 
They make an ideal constituent 
of chickeh, crab, lobster, grape- 
fruit, orange, strawberry or to- 
mato salads. Crushed and spread 
on bread they substitute for but- 
ter and make a colorful and de- 
lightful base for many unusual 
sandwiches, When crushed and 
whipped with citrus fruit juices 
and seasoned, they produce an at- 
tractive fruit salad dressing. 


Sliced interestingly and‘ used to 
garnish the top of hot baked cas- 
seroles containing chicken, crab 
or lobster, they transform such 
foods into glamorous creations. 
The avocado must be ripened suf- 
ficiently to be both firm and soft. 
One can feel this slightly yielding 
softness as the fruit is very gently 
pressed in the palm of the hand. 
At this stage, the skin peels off 
as a kid glove from the hand. 
The flesh is clear in color without 
black or brown spots. When 
peeled, handle as little as possible 
because the flesh ig delicate and 
mushes easily to become messy 
looking. It should be handled 
only once, and this makes the slic- 
ing and dicing necessary while 
the fruit is in the hand immedi- 
ately after peeling. 

Avocado Chicken Soup. 


Two cups concentrated chicken 
broth, one cup milk, two table- 
spoons flour, two teaspoons grated 
onion, one medium well-ripened 
avocado (mashed), salt. 


Heat chicken broth to boilfng. 
Make a thin paste with one-fourth 
cup of the milk and the flour, stir 
this thoroughly into the rest of 
the milk, Add flour mixture slowly 
to hot stock and again heat to 
boiling, stirring occasionally and 
cook until mixture boils and 
slightly thickens. Add onion and 
the avocado which has just been 
mashed or put throu a sieve. 
Add salt to taste. Heat’and serve 
immediately. Four servings.

Breakfast — Stewed prunes and 
apricots, soft cooked eggs, but- 
tered rye toast. 


Luncheon — Crabmeat salad in 
half an avocado, hot rolls and but- 
ter, oatmeal cookies. 


Dinner—Chili con carne, lettuce- 
tomato-carrot-cauliflower green 
pepper-watercress and chopped 
egg salad, bread and butter, fruit 
cup made of diced pear-Queen 
Ann cherries, canned peaches-

Puree of Split Peas 


One and one-half cups split 
peas, two and one-half quarts 
water, one and one-half teaspoons 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon freshly 
ground pepper, one large onion, 
one celery root, one bay leaf, one 
clove garlic, grated, two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, two 
tablespoons flour, one pint soup 
stock, one-half teaspoon lemon 
juice, one-half. pound bulk sau- 
sage. 

Soak peas for several hours and 
drain, Add water, salt, pepper, 
onion, celery, bay leaf and garlic. 
Simmer three to four hours and 
then press through a sieve. Melt 
blend in 
flour. Then add the soup stock (or 
water with a bouillon cube), Com- 
bine with sieved mixture, Add 
lemon and sausage cut into half 
inch pieces, (Saute the sausage 
slices until nicely browned and 
crisp before adding to the soup.) 


Belle of the Boogie-Woogie Singers 


Ella Mae Morse Firmly on Top, but Is Still "Impressed by It All"

LLA MAE MORSE, the boogie- 

woogie ballad belle of the rec- 

ord-setting ‘records, idol “ of 
1700 faithful fervent fan clubs, 
and the toast of the teen-agers, 
was a slightly unhappy teen-ager 
herself when she left New York 
for Texas in 1939. She had just 
been fired from her first big job 
as vocalist with Jimmy Dorsey’s 
band, because he’d discovered she 
was only 15 instead of the 19 years 
of age she'd claimed. She was 
bfier than her songs but not too 


blue to make a small speech to 


Dorsey, telling him bravely that 
she'd be back on Broadway some 
day and by herself, not as a band 
singer. 


Poetic justice turned out to be 
as poetic as the last reel of a 
musical movie for within five 
years Ella Mae was back on 
Broadway and had broken a 30- 
year box office record at the 
Strand Theater. In the interim 
she had become an ovefnight re- 
cording sensation thanks to a rec- 
ord, “Cow-Cow- Boogie,” which 
made the fortunes of Ella Mae, 
bandleader: Freddie Slack, and the 
then-new Capitol Recording Co., 


and did much to put that peculiar 


art form known as boogie-woogie 
in commercial demand, The brave 
little speech she’d made to Dorsey 
had all come true, 


“Let’s face it, IT was a sad kid 
when I had to go back to Dallas,” 
Ella Mae recalled in an intermis- 
sion conversation at the Four Hun- 
dred Club, where she’s now ap- 
pearing, and singing: her jack-in- 
the-juke-box songs. “But Dorsey 
was perfectly right. I wasn’t only 
young, I' was too inexperienced, 
and scared and nervous. We were 
playing at the Hotel New Yorker 
and every time a movie star or 
some big shot would come in I’d 
tremble until I couldn't open my 
mouth, Gosh, I was impressed by 
it all.” 


Now after several years of the 
remuneration and adulation that 
come with popular music world 
prominence, Ella Mae is still “im- 
pressed by it all.” A tall,- pretty 
redhead who looks more like a 
healthy prairie flower than a hot- 
house orchid, she carries on an en- 
thusiastic conversation, regularly 
punctuated by “Gee whiz,” “Gosh,” 
and “Let’s face it,” and apparently 
no one has ever briefed her on the 
technique of saying, “Rahlly, I’d 
rahthah not talk about that.”

Born in Dallas, Ella Mae grew 
up around musicians because her 
father, George Morse, was a mu- 
sician and part-time bandleader. 


“My father was a great pianist 
and had had a good musical edu- 
cation,” she said, though he didn’t 
make it his career. But on week- 
ends he’d just live music and when 
I was 124 began to sing with his 
band, The boys in the band were 


really swell, and téok care of me 


as if I were a baby.” 


About the same time she began 
singing on WRR in Dallas, and it 
was here that a radio announcer 
advised her to change her husky 
singing style if she ever expected 
to get anyplace. Ella Mae didn’t 
change her style but a lot of other 
givl singers did ag a result of her 
results. 


“I guess I tried to audition with 
every band that played at ,the 
Adolphus or Baker hotels,” she 
went on, “but most of them 
brushed me off. I remember Red 
Nichols goofed me clear off. He 
said, ‘Kid, I don’t need a girl 
singer, go away and leave me 
alone.’ I ran into him a couple 
of years ago and reminded him 
of that and he was cute about it. 
He said, ‘What a fool I was.’” 

One of the reasons for the re- 
peated negatives was Ella Mae’s 
honesty about her age until Jim- 
my Dorsey auditioned her, and she 
told a slight, white fib. In spite 
of this, the job lasted just two 
months until they got to New 
York. 


“When Dorsey fired me I went 
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back to Dallas but I stayed just 
five days and back I went to New 
York again with my mother, and 
got a job singing at a place in 
Brooklyn, But it was too much 
for me, and mother said, ‘This has 
got to go.’ I was: just wearing 
myself out, taking my job too 
seriously because I was so de- 
termined. So we went to Cali- 
fornia to visit my aunt and uncle. 
But after I was there a while I 
wanted to sing again so I got a 
job in San Diego.” 

She was singing at a club called 
Eddie’s in San Diego when Dor- 
sey’s former pianist, Freddie 
Slack, came to California and of- 
fered her a job with the band he’d 
just organized. Not only a job 
but a chance to make a record 
for Capitol, a new, struggling re- 
cording company which singer- 
songwriter Johnny Mercer had 
endowed with most of his worldly 
goods. 

“Freddie said he had a number 
he thought would suit me, ‘Cow- 
Cow Boogie,” Ella Mae explained. 
“IT said, ‘what is it, a cowboy 
song?’ But when I heard it, it 
knocked me out. Johnny Mercer 
listened to the tune and said, 
‘Well, it might go. Anyway, 
what’ve we got to lose?’ So wé 
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recorded it and voom, it caught 
on.” 
& ce’ 


About 90 per cent of the records 
the Morse-Slack combination has 
madé have caught on in just that 
way, from “Mr. Five by Five” 
which followed “Cow-Cow” to the 
two best sellers they recorded last 
year, a couple of rhythmic little 
roundelays titled, “Pigfoot Pete” 
and “House of Blue Lights.” 

“It was funny the way we made 
‘House of Blue Lights,’” Ella Mae 
said. “I was walking along Vine 
street when I ran into Freddie 
and Don Raye, who’s written a 
lot of tunes for us. Freddie said, 
‘Let’s make another record soon,’ 
and I said, ‘A ga-rate idea, maybe 
Don can write something for us.’ 
‘I’ve got an idea,’ Don said, ‘just 
give me a day or two.’ Well, the 
next day he called up and had the 
number, lyrics and everything.” 

Since Freddie Slack is also in 
town this week, at Tunetown ball- 
room, just a few blocks from the 
Four Hundred, it might seem like 
an opportunity for a grand re- 
union. Such is not the case, as 
Slack and Morse are now feuding 
like the Martins and the Coys. 
Ella Mae has two more records 


still to be released, among them a 
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tone poem titled “Pine Top 
Schwartz” but they are sans Slack 
and she intimates—if breathing 
fire could be called ‘intimating’— 
that all her records from now on 
will be with other musical groups. 


Ella Mae has a sister, Flo, mar- 
ried to arranger George Handy, 
Flo, she says, sings just like her. 
Of all singers she admires Negro 
singer Sara Vaughn moat, and of 
musicians Woody Hermann, Ben- 
ny Goodman, Igor Stravinsky, and 
Dizzy Gillespie, a somewhat varied 
selection. She has 1700 fan clubs, 
most of them with 30 to 40 mem- 
bers each, doesn't like movies 
(“too phony”), loves radio (“wow, 
it’s exciting”), was married to an 
arranger, Richard Showalter and 
has a son, Dickie, aged four, and 
was recently married for the sec- 
ond time to Milton Gerber, a Bos- 
ton surgeon.

The Morse code, personally 
speaking, is a strict one. Ella 
practically never drinks and on 
those rare occasions when she 
does, it’s only with her husband, 
and she doesn’t like to sit with 
customers in clubs, “because I 
never know what to say and be- 
sides they look at you as if you're 
crazy if you order black coffee.” 


It was on an infrequent sitting- 
with - the - customers experience 
that she met her husband. She 
was at the Copacabana in San 
Francisco and was looking for the 
head waiter to find a table for 
her mother to watch the show 
when one of the customers tripped 
her inelegantly. “Come on over, 
Ella” he said, “and bring mama 
with you.” Ella was about to give 
him the deep freeze treatment 
when the headwaiter rushed over 
and introduced them hastily. 


“This is Mr. Gerber of the Ger- 
ber Baby Food Co.,” he said, add- 
ing with a sharp jab of the el- 
bow. “They’re very nice people.” 

“So we sat down with my fu- 
ture father-in-law,” Ella said, “but 
all the time I kept thinking, ‘Gee, 
I ought to be getting ready for 
the show.’ He said, ‘There’s my 
son, out there dancing,’ and moth- 
er said, ‘Oh, isn’t he tall and good- 
looking.’ I said, ‘Well, he’s tall.’ 
And when he came over to the 
table, I said, ‘Howja do, gotta go,’ 
and left. He called me two days 
later and asked me to go to lunch 
with him but I told him I had a 
big fat engagement I couldn’t 
break. The next day he called 
again so I said to myself, ‘Might 
as well go out with this silly kid 
and get it over with.’” Ella 
grinned. “Weli, let’s face it,” she 
said. “That was it.” 

As a result of her two-month- 
old marriage, this is one of Ella’s 
last personal appearances. From 
now on she’s going to live in Bos- 
ton and commute to New York 
for recording sessions and radio 
appearances. 

“No more traveling around, no 
more knocking myself out for 
temperamental band leaders,” she 
said happily. “All I want now is 
a radio program and twins.”

The contract was not too sound. 
North, despite his knowledge that 
South probably had only a four 
card spade suit, decided to raise 
that suit with less than four 
trumps because game at any other 
denomination seemed remote, but 
this was a bad decision and gave 
South the idea that North must 
have four spades, 


West opened his fourth-highest 
diamond; East took the ace and 
returned the diamond queen. A 
third lead of diamonds would have 
been the best defense, but as it 
happened, East’s shift to the club 
six turned out very much better 
for his side! 


Declarer won the club return 
with dummy’s jack, cashed the 
spade king, led the spade four 
to the ace, and then, having in- 
formed his partner, “We'll have 
to be lucky,” led a third round 
of spades with the obvious hope 
of dropping the queen and 10 to- 
gether. What happened, of course, 
was a little different. East won 
with the 10, drew declarer’s last 
trump, then returned the diamond 
jack to let West run four, dia- 
mond tricks! Down five, vilner- 
able! 4 

Declarer’s method of determin- 
ing whether or not spades were 
going to break was not so hot! 
After cashing the spade king, he 
should have let the next spade 
lead ride. Then dummy would 
have a trump left with which to 
stop the run of diamonds, and de- 
clarer, when he got in, could lay 
down the spade ace to see whether 
the suit broke. When it did not, 
he could merely run clubs, till 
East ruffed. This would save 
no fewer than four tricks.

The Record Makers

OODY HERMAN’S latest Woodchoppers broke up, of course, 

W wires Herman’s big band folded recently. Fortunately, some 

of the best works of this band-within-a-band are preserved in 

a new Columbia album. The book, for the most part,’ comes off 
pretty well, though there is too 
much of Woody’s blues-style 
clarineting, not quite enough 
work by Trombonist Bill Harris 
and the late Sonny Berman, 22- 
year-old trumpet player who 
died suddenly several weeks ago. 
Tunes are the oldies “Someday 
Sweetheart,” in great tempo, and 
“I Surrender Dear,” a Red 
Norvo vibes solo, and six orig- 
inals by Herman  bandsmen., 
“Four Men on a 
Horse,” featuring Bassist Chubby 
Jackson; “Lost Weekend”; 
“Igor,” dedicated to Stravinsky; 
“Steps,” same to Barney Bigard; 
“Pam,” mostly Flip Phillips's 
tenor sax, and “Nero’s Concep- 
tion,” with unusual tromboning 
by Harris and neat horn work 
by Berman. These originals 
take repeated listening. for 
proper appreciation. Charlie 
Jagelka is on guitar and Joe 
Mondragon on bass for the firet 
two sides.

Dizzy Gillespie also does the 
tune on a new Manor release. It’s mostly Dizzy’s trumpet, in 
thoughtful vein. - On the flip, “Good Bait,” Don Byas, Trummy 
Young, the late Clyde Hart, Oscar Pettiford and Shelly Manne get 
to help more. Side waxed a long time ago. Bob Chester has a pretty 
fair Kenton-ish instrumental in “The Octave Jump,” new Sonora 
side, Filip is “Someday,” sung by Lou Gardner. Newesf “Open the 
Door, Richard” comes from Columbia. Copies of dt were in St. Louis 
less than’ three weeks after its performers, The Three Flames, were 
Signed to a contract.
